THE FOREIGNER IN MACAO. 


Some New Regulations. 


Article 12. 


Foraigner idonts in 


Macao and its dependencies and sho have - 


not yet legnlized their residence neoording 


to tho terms of the law July 4th, 1900, pub. 


Macao has cvolved somo new Rogulativus j lished in the “ Boletim Official” No, 32 of 


for the control of the -forvigner,: the same 
being issuod in pamphlet form under the 
title “ Regulation for thy Execution of tho 
Decree of July 4, 1900, concerning the 
admission, residence, passage and departure 
of foreigners in the province of Macuo." 
Tho torms of thie ' Rogulation” aroag 


follow : 
Articlo 1, 
Foreigners ave freely udmitted into 
Macao and its dopendencics without, at 
their entrance, any passport or othor 
document pretonding to permit their 
admission or to prove their identity, being 
demanded of them. 
Article 2 


The foreigners admitted into Macao are 
vbliged to prosunt thomsdves within the 
apnec of threo days at tho municipality to 
have their residence legalized there, 

The foreigners admitted into the depend- 
encies of Macao must presont themselves 
in the same way to the administrator of 
Taipan and Colovane. 

§ 1. The following are excepted : 

T Chinese, 

1! Consular agents. 

TH Foreiga travellers «no passing vitit, 
provided thoir stay in Macau and its 
dependoncies should not excoed the perind 


of twenty days. Nevertholess they must 
make their presentation at the respective 
muvicipality within that poriod in order to 
declare there Ue locality and duration of 
their satay. 

Article 3. 

Tho legalization of residence is made by 
the fureigner presenting no cortiticate of 
nationality, pissed by the respective 
consul, or a pass-port in case that docu- 
ment be wanting or cannot be had ; snd, 
the one or the other having tho (vised) by 
the administrator uf the municipality of 
Macao or of ‘laipa and the designation of 
the locality where the foreigner intends to 
dwell, will censtitute, without more 
formalities, u title of permanent residenco, 

_ Article 4. 

In case tho certificate of nationality or 
the puss-port be wanting, the residence 
hall bo legalized by bis giving proper 
surety; but, if thiscannot be uffected for want 
of witnesses whu know him, the adminis: 
trator of the respective municipality sliall 
ordor s dcelaration to be taken in writing 
respecting his nutionality and ho, the for- 
oignor, must declare his name, place of birth, 
age, state, profession, whetrce he comes 
and for what purpose he comes and any 
othor circumstances also must bo mentioned 
which shail be useful for his identification, 
following what in like case is found lnid 
down in ars. 40f the Decroo of July, 1871, 
and in art 2 0.°3 of the General Police 
Regulation of April L7th, 1863, 

§ When the legalization has been mado 
according to any of the forma nid down 
in this article, o tithe af residence slull 
he given to the foreigner,

The document which shall constitule 
the title of residence vised by the 
respective consular funetionary and by 
the respective adininistrutor alone, sul 
serve as a safe-conduct or u pass or {reo 
passage, for the forcignor to be ablo lo 
reside in Maen and its dopondencies or 
absent himself by lund or by sea.

2. Tf by the investigation there shull 
be discovered grave reasons of public order 
which justify the expulsion of the for- 
eigner, the Governor shall so determine 
in a well-grounded despatch, which shall 
be forwarded through the medium of tho 
Sccretary-General to the administrators of 
tho municipnlities of Macaoand Taipa for 
these to execute it immediately.

Steel Furniture Wanted 
in China 


The British Consul at Ichang writes in 


_ [his latest report to the Foreign Office: 


“As, in spite of many warnings, catalogues 
in Englikh of alt forts of goods for which 
thore is no market continw to be sent 
to this Consulate, T would ropeat that 
business in the interior of China cannot 
be done in that way, It would suve time, 
trouble, and oxpense if merchants would 
apply iu tho first instanco to the Com- 
mercial Attaché at Shanghai for inferma- 
tion and advices The recent receipt 
of an elaborately illustrated catalogue 
of furniture has, however, suggested 
to me an ides which may possibly have 
sumething in it. British Consulates in 
China are entirely unfurnished, and officers 
hove to provide everything, The distances 
to be covered being enorinous,a single jour. 
ney soinctimes amounting to 2,000 miles or 
more, with five or six traashipments and 
transfers frequent, ib will be readily under- 
stood that ordinary furniture docs not last 
long. Now, it has occurret to me that if 
it wero possible to make, at a moderate 
cast, stee! furniture which would stand 
rough handling and yet be of attractive ap- 
pearance, not only would British manufac. 
tures he able to secure a considerable bu- 
siness now in the hands of Chinese, but 1 
great been would also be conferred upoti 
Consular officers and others similarly 
situated. To obtain the best results the 
bulky articles should be made in pieces so 
ng to facilitate packing, or else constructed 
to hold the small miscellaneous things 
required us to 
economixe space. I estimate that the 
demand for n serviceable article of this 
description would rup to at least £10, 000 
within three years af its ling put on the 
maitket. T xhall be happy to give anyone 
willing to take up this idea the benefit of 
my advive and local
